The  Well  Dressed  Man  at  the  Smart  Day  Wedding 


There  are.  generally  .'ipeaking,  two 
Rort.s  of  weddings,  the  formal  and  the 
informal  wedding,  hut  in  this  article 
the  formal  day  wedding  only  will  be 
dealt  with.  Such  a wedding  takes 
place  in  a large  house  or  church,  or 
even  at  a hotel  and  many  people  are 
invited.  The  bride  wears  the  tradi- 
tional long  veil  and  white  satin  dress, 
and  the  groom,  to  be  in  the  picture  and 
dressed  pi’operly  for  the  occasion, 
should  always  wear  a cutaway  and  a 
silk  hat.  With  a cutaway,  black 
striped  trousers  are  generally  worn, 
but  still  smarter  are  trousers  of  plain 
grey  cheviots  or  worsteds  in  a liglit 
colour.  Of  course,  a single-breasted 
waistcoat  to  match  the  coat  is  always 
in  order,  but  an  odd  waistcoat  of  linen 
or  flannel  in  white  or  pearl  grey  is 
much  more  appropriate  for  a big  wed- 
ding. As  to  collars  and  ties  a wing 
collar  is  the  thing,  and  the  first  choice 
in  ties  is  a puffed  tie,  or  an  Ascot,  ns 
it  is  sometimes  called,  shown  above. 
1'he  second  choice  is  a full  wide  bow 
tie,  and  the  third  four-in-hand.  The 
four-in-hand  is  much  more  suited  to  an 
older  type  of  man  than  the  usual 
groom,  and  therefore  the  first  two  are 
the  better  choice-  Iy(>aving  the  church, 
the  groom  should  carry  white  chamois 


or  buckskin  gloves,  and  a straight 
malacca  stick  with  silver,  gold,  or 
ivory  knob.  In  the  matter  of  shoes, 
there  is  a choice  between  black  pat- 
ent leather  oxfords,  black  calf  ox- 
fords, and  black  boots  with  cloth  or 
kid  uppers.  With  any  of  these,  gi’ey 
or  black  silk  socks  are  worn,  and,  of 
course,  spats  in  white  linen  or  grey 
cloth  are  also  correct  to  wear  with  low 
black  shoes.  The  groom  and  the  oth- 
er wedding  attendants  should  always 
wear  white  flowers  in  their  button- 
holes. such  as  white  carnations,  gar- 
denias. or  small  bunches  of  white  vio- 
lets. It  is  usual  for  the  ushers  to 
dress  alike  wearing  the  same  collars 
and  ties,  and  also  for  the  best  man 
and  the  groom  to  be  similarly  dressed 
with  something  to  di.stinguish  them 
from  the  ushers.

The  shirt  with  collar  attached,  com- 
monly called  a sport  shirt,  but  in  real- 
ity the  well-dressed  man’s  preference 
in  shirts  for  general  summer  wear,  to 
be  in  the  latest  fashion,  has  one  or 
two  changes  to  l)e  noted  by  the  spring 
shopper.  First  and  foremost  of  these 
is  the  long-pointed  collar  without 
which  no  sports  shirt  today  can  be 
considered  smart.  This  collar  is  of 
much  more  generous  proportions  than 
formerl.v,  and  in  order  to  set  properly 
and  give  that  neat  appearance  which 
is  most  necessary  with  soft  shirts,  it 
should  be  fastened  with  a pin  close 
under  the  knot  of  the  tie.  The  second 
most  important  change  in  the  up-to- 
date  sports  shirt  is  the  measurement 
of  the  wristband,  which  is  now  worn 
very  tight,  and  should  measure  about 
eight  and  a quarter  inches — not  more. 
'I'his  wristband  is  fastened  with  one 
button.  At  to  the  materials  for  sports 
shirts,  broadcloth  and  oxford  are  in 
file  lead.  Strijics  are  very  strong,  and 
the  widely  spaced  striiie  in  brown,  a 
dark  shade  of  blue,  yellow  and  pink, 
or  blue  oxford,  is  extremely  popular, 
In  broadcloth,  the  nicest  shirts  are 
flio,se  in  white.
